Based  On  Point  System 
Consideration  for  judging  the 
many  organizations  was  based  upon 
a  point  system,  five  points  being 
the  award  for  a  first  rating,  four 
for  a  second,  three  for  a  third,  etc. 
There  were  five  divisions  in  which 
organizations  competed  for  points; 
these  were  the  variety  show,  house 
decorations,  parade  participation, 
alumni  functions,  and  all-around 
participation  and  spirit.

Sterilizers,  Incubators,  a  hot  water 
heater,  sink,  range  and  a  refriger¬ 
ator  will  be  included  in  "a  new 
working  unit.  Elementary  Bacteri¬ 
ology  101  and  General  Botany  61a 
will  use  the  unit  the  winter  quarter 

More  storage  space  will  be  provid¬ 
ed  with  the  completion  of  a  new 
store  room  and  an  office.  The  room 
will  have  bookshelves,  cabinets, 
tables,  and  a’  sink  with  an  office 
partitioned  to  one  side.

While  Thanksgiving-  in  its  present  form  is  a 
distinctively  American  holiday,  it  was  not  a  new 
idea  even  with  the  Pilgrim  fathers  in  1621. 

We  can  Traee  its  origin  back  through  the 
ages  and  nations  to  the  land  of  the  Canaanites. 
Later  the  Hebrews  as  invaders  copied  this  custom 
of  a  harvest  celebration  and  made  it  into  an  act 
of -worship  to  .Jehovah.  The  Greeks  and  'Romans 
had  harvest  festivals  honoring-  their  .pagan  gods. 
In  England  the  autumnal  festival  Was  called  the 
Harvest  Home. 

Thus,  being-  in  the  blood  of  America’s  first 
settlers,  the  custom  reappeared  early  in  our  land. 
Our;  first  nuthenic  harvest  festival  was  held  in 
the  Plymouth  colony  in  December,  1621.  During 
the  winter  the  little  group  bad  been  sorely  tried. 
Only  fifty-five  of  the  one  hundred  and  one.  pion¬ 
eers  remained  alive.  They  ltad  suffered  cold, 
hunger,  and  disease.  The  harvest  which  autumn 
brought  exceeded  their  wildest  dreams.  Never  in 
Holland  or  Old  England  had  they  seen  the  like. 
Governor  Bradford  ordered  a  three  days’  feast 
and  celebration,  to  which  were  invited  their  In¬ 
dian  friends.  Religious  services  accompanied 
every  day  of  that  first  Thanksgiving. 

Today,  we  take  for  granted  food,  clothing, 
shelter,  the  feeling  of  security,  'mid  tho  right  to 
make  our  own  decisions  regarding  our  religious 
and  political  views,  those  very  things  which  were 
precious  to  our  forefathers.  As  intelligent,  edu¬ 
cated  youth  of  a  college,, campus,  lc(  us  pause* dur¬ 
ing  this  coming  Thanksgiving  holiday  to  give 
serious  thought  to  the  many  tilings  we  have  to 
be  thankful  for  and  our  responsibility  concern¬ 
ing  this  abundance.  As  potential  world  citizens 

we  cannot  afford  to  he  unconcerned.

Quite  some  time  before  Homecom¬ 
ing  even  began  to  be  put  Into  genr, 
there  was  considerable  talk  con¬ 
cerning  the  Air  Force  and  whether 
or  not  they  should  have  the  privilege 
of  voting  In  this  election. 

Some  students  believed  that  the 
uniformed  men  would  form  a  bloc 
and  elect  their  own  candidate.  This, 
however,  was  not  done;  the  Queen 
was.os  much  the  students'  choice  as 
.  the  Air  Force’s. 

The  most  astounding  thing, 
though  was  the  procedure  in 
which  this  election  was  conduct¬ 
ed.  The  democratic  process  of 
voting  if  you  wanted  to  was 
hinged  with  the  prerequisite 
of  attending  an  assembly.  v 
And  great  pains  were  made  to  ac¬ 
comodate  the  Air  Force  in  a  one 
hundred  per  cent  voting  participa¬ 
tion,  rather  than  letting  the  indi¬ 
vidual  men  vote  If  they  so  desired. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  majority 
of  these  Air  Force  men  were  not 
Interested  In  the  College's  Home¬ 
coming  to  tho  degree  that  the  stud¬ 
ents  were.  For  example,  along  with 
the  privilege  of  voting  for  Home¬ 
coming  queen  was  granted  the  right 
to  participate  in  every  other  event. 
Votes  were  cast  for  the  qUeen  but 
their  skit  never  appeared  in  the 
Variety  Show;  their  float  never  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  parade.  Individually 
some  were  enthusiastic  over  the 
proceedings,  nnd  helped  to  make 
them  come  about;  but  the  majority 
weren’t. 

Meanwhile,  the  student  body, 
who  had  a  prime  interest  in  the

*  other  activities  they  were  en¬ 
gaged  in,  discovered  to  their  dis¬ 
may  that  only  one  short 
specified  period  of  the  day  was 
alloted  for  this  selection.

This  year  such  a  mode  of  elect¬ 
ing  might  have  been  the  most  con¬ 
venient  process;  but  as  a  precedent, 
let's  let  it  be  conveniently  disposed 
of  and  afford  everyone  the  right  tc 
vote  or  the  right  not  to  vote,  as 
he  so  wishes.
